CHANG TSOLIN 
DIES OF WOUNDS 


Tokyo, June 12.—(#)—The Japa- 
nese war office today received word 
of the death of Chang Tso-Lin, Man- 
churian war lord and former northern 
dictator, who was the victim of a 
bomb at Mukden after he abdigated. 

Chang Tso-BHin was about 53 years 
old. He was born in Manchuria, prob- 
ably in Mukden, and his early life 
was passed in obscurity. When he 


was as a jeader of Hunghutzes, the 
ferocious bandits that infest China's 
northern provinces. He became a ro- 
mantic figure of the borderland, a 
Manchurian Robin Hood, figuring in 
scores of daring raids. He gained a 
quasi-respectability by lending his aid 
to Japan in the Russo-Japanese war 
of. 1004-5, beginning an association 
with the government of the mikado 
that lasted, more or Jess elosely, until 
his death. That war made Japan a 
power in Manchuria and Chang, who 
ruled that land during the last 15 
years of his life, necessarily kept in 
close contact With the lieutenants of 
the mikado.

working women is resulting in an in- 
crease of tuberculosis, Dr. J. R. Gar- 
ner, of Atlanta, Ga., told the thir- 
| teenth annual meeting of the Ameri- 
ean Association of Industrial Physi- 
cians and Surgeons in session here 
today, 

Mr. Garner is president 
American Association of 
| Chief Surgeons, past president of the 
American Association of Railway Sur- 
geons, past president of the Southern 
States Association of Railway Sur- 
geons, and is chief surgeon of the At- 
lanta & West Point, Western Rail- 
way of Alabama and the Georgia rail- 
road. His work in posture and its 
effects on the human system _ has 
aroused national medical interest, and 
he was invited to talk on “Posture as

Railway 


trial physicians’ and surgeons’ asso- 
Clation today. 

After outlining the harmful effects 
of incorrect posture at work on the 
respiratory and other organs, Dr. 
Garner told of the increase of tuber- 
culosis due to woman’s entry. into 
industry. 

“The tuberculosis death rates for 
both sexes between the ages of 15 and 
{25 were very much the same up to 
1918,” Dr. Garner said, “but since 
that time the male death rate has de- 
creased while the female death rate 
for the same ages shows an increase. 
When we take into consideration the 


‘fact that during the last ten years; 


fully twice as many girls betwee the 
anges of 15 and 25 are employed in 
industry as were so engaged during a 
similar period—there being at pres- 
ent more than 2,000,000 women be- 
tween the .ages given earning their 
living in the United States alone— 
and the further fact that 75 per cent 
of these work while seated on chairs, 
stools or benches supplied without 
proper regard for their conformity to 
| the anatomical lines of the body or 
‘their influence upon proper posture, 
(it is not surprising to note the in- 
creased morbidity and mortality of 
_tuberculosis on the female sex.” 

| “It is not sufficient that a chair 
_shall conform to the anatomical lines 
| of its occupant,” Dr. Garner contin- 
ued in suggesting a remedy for this 
growth in mortality, “but if effective- 
ness is desired it must be so con- 
structed that it ean be adjusted and 
fitted to the individual oceupant with 
the same degree of accuracy that his 
or clothing are fitted, and it 
' must be so designed that without ef- 
fort or thought upon the part of the 
worker he will automatically assume 
and maintain a praper posture wth 
a support at that portion of the spine 
where fatigue is first noted—the junc- 
ture of the dorsal and lumbar re- 
vions.”’

Von Hindenburg Asks 
Dr.. Mueller, Socialist, 
To Form New Cabinet 


Berlin. June 12.—(/)—Dr. Her- 
mann Mueller, socialist leader and 
former chancellor, who was com- 
missioned by President Von Hinden- 
burg to form a new government, spent 
the day exploring the parliamentary 
situation. He has taken over this 
task owing to the resignation of Dr. 
Wilhelm Marx and his coalition eabi- 
net and is preparing the ground for 
the formation of a big coalition to 
include socialists, the people’s party, 
centrists, democrats and several minor 
groups. 

Such a coalition would command 
323 of the 491 votes in the reich- 
stag and would be sufficiently armor- 
ed against the joint opposition of the 
nationalists, communists and _ scat- 
tered groups. ‘The consultations to- 
day were informal. The allotment of 
portfolios was not discussed. 

Dr. Mueller is the first socialist 
since 1920 entrusted with forming a 
cabinet. He was foreign minister in 
the Baner enbinet in 1919 and was 
chancellor for about three months in 
the spring of 1920. He and Dr. 
Johannes Beil, of the centrist party, 
signed the Versailles treaty for Gere 
many.

Redistribution of the large block 
of Coca-Cola International corpora- 
tion stock recently deposited in, cus- 
tody of a special committee empower- 
el to arrange for its sale at a price 
favorable to the owners, will be made 
to the original owner today, accord- 
ing to reports current in financial 
circles Tuesday. 

Confirmation of these reports was 
refused by Thomas K,. Glenn, 2 mem- 
ber of the committee, when asked tor 
a statement late Tuesday. At the same 
time Mr. Glenn remarked that he was 
unprepared to state whether or not 
his committee has taken into consid- 
eration any offer for sale of the block 
of stock since refusal of an offer by 
Lindsey Hopkins of approximately 


$50,000,000 for the shares was made 
public several days ago.. 

Reports from New York financial 
quarters state that despite unseason- 
able weather that has prevailed in adil 
parts of the country this spring, net 
profits will undoubtedly go far above 
the corresponding profits for fhe sec- 
ond quarter of 1927. In view of this, 
it is stated, credence is being given to 
the report that by fall the preseni 
shares will be split up four for one 
and the new stock placed on a $2 an- 
nual basis instead of the $2 annual 
dividend now being distributed. This 
would mean an increase of $2 per 
year in dividends. 

Present indications point to sales 
more than 250,000,000 gallons this 
year against 22,817,265 gallons in 
1027, the New York dispatches state. 
In 1886 the company sold exactly 25 
gallons, it was reported. No confirma- 
tion of these predictions could be ob- 
tained from local hearquarters of the 
Coca-Cola company late Tuesday.

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Following is the complete text of 
Senator Fess’ address: 

The primary function of the admin- 

istration of affairs of government is 
to keep open the channels of oppor- 
‘tunity for the fullest play of the pro- 
ductive energies of the citizen, in the 
promotion of the general welfare. 

The major problem of industry is 
low cost of production of high grade 
‘goods, manufactured by well paid la- 

or, and sold at a profit. This form- 

ula is the foundation principle of 
great buying power, the real test of 
genuine prosperity. 
_, The second problem is that stabil- 
Aty which insures normal increase and 
Steady employment to avoid the oc- 
currence and consequent suffering of 
the cycle in business. The operation | 
of this dictum requires an organiza: | 
tion of the economic forces of indus- 
try, and the cooperation of the pro- 
ducers to hold production within the 
most important movements in mod- 
ern times. 

The third problem is to eliminate 
all unnecessary waste in production, 
as well as in processing, and in dis- 
“tribution. This recent effort among 
-industrial leaders is one of the new- 
_est and most important movements in 
modern industry. 

Fourth Problem. 
-. The fourth problem is to secure the 
maximum utilization of all resources, 
facilities, machinery and agencies em- 
ployed in commerce. 

Then dislocation of the foregoing | 
principles, due to war, were most se- 
rious, and economic readjustments 
most difficult. Numerous utilities had 
been taken over by the government 
with frightful loss to private’ initia: 
tive and responsibility. Industry was 
generally paralyzed, and Jabor out of 
employment. Liquidation of war time 
ecvutracts suspended operations and 
rendered peace time recovery most se 
rious. Banking became difficult. In- 
terest rates rose high above normal, 
and securities fell far below par. Mar- 
kets were lost, and trade deranged. 
Hundreds of thousands of farmers ex- 
perienced the inability to meet the 
interest on high priced land with low 
priced farm products. They suffered 
heavy freight charges by railroads 
seriously crippled by government op- 
eration and from lack of capital for 
needed improvements. 

This business derangement extend- 
ed to all the basie industries ol the 
-ecountry—to agriculture, through de- 
‘structive inflation, followed by too 
sudden deflation. Markets were los! 
and mortgages foreclosed. Transporta- 
tion through government operation. 
was burdened by padded pay rolls and 
national agreements forced upon If, 
econonries were ignored. properties 
deterioreted, financing crippled, and 
*yiecessary improvements suspended. 
Manufacturing faced abnormal costs 
in raw material, overstocked inven- 
tories from war expansion, and rap- 
idly falling prices with the return o1 
‘peace, to be further aggravated by | 
labor troubles. 

Factory Troubles. 

Many manufacturers were 
fronted with a financial str 
ture which prevented the rebuilding | 
‘of obsolete plants and the_ in- 
stallation of new equipment. Min- 
ing in many cases Was over-expanded, 
and experienced serious diminution 
of consumption, followed by sharp 
breaks in prices, due to the uncertain- 
ly of inventories and impossibility ol 
forecasting the future, resulting in 
many cases in a complete closing 
down, and in all cases a slowing down. 
Building construction was at a stand-, 
still largely for want of credit, ab- 
sorbed by government financing. Cap-| 
ital anél labor assumed antagonistic , 
rather than co-operative attitudes. Bil- 
terness was engendered, and industrial 
was was imminent with  inevitalic 
suffering among all classes. Capita! 
went into hiding; enterprise discon- | 
tinued, labor went out of employment, | 
and a crisis was at hand. 

Pressure for Unsound 

In such confusion, 
remedies were forthcoming. One of; 
the first to be suggested in some! 
‘quarters ahd demanded in others was, 
government control of price gels. 
Unemployment allowances or goWrn- 
ment doles were urged as a stimulus} 
to inidustry by an alleged increase of 
buying power of the people. Elaborate: 
programs of public improvement, by 
government expenditure, extending io| 
subsidize house building, was urged as! 
a proper stimulus. Vroposals were | 
made to lower the freight rates with- 
out reducing the cost of operation, and 
require the public to pay the bills| 
‘by government subsidy. It was free-| 
ly alleged that desperate situations 
ealled for desperate measures. 

Confronted by this situation, the 
people turned to the republican par- 
ty for leadership, and by an _ over- 
whelming majority commissioned the 
‘party to undertake the task. The 
manner in which that commission has 
been respected is fairly well known. 
Let the record speak for itse'f as to 
the wisdom of the course pursued ana | 
‘the success of its accomplishments. 

Return of Peace. 

After the return of peace and the. 
dismantling of the war machine, the 
problems were new adjustments, both) 
financial and economic. Imminenc. 
and compelling was our fiscal situa- 
tion due to an orgy of extravagance 
fn expenditure incident to the con- 
‘vulsion of war. At such times seund 
financing is abandoned, fundamentals | 
‘in industry are uprooted, and eco-! 
nomic principles are interrupted if 
not totally ignored.

After failure of at least four con- 
ferences to secure treaties of security 
which had been named as a basis for 
limitation, it was the suggestion of an 
American citizen to broad the scope 
of the treaty to inelude*other Ku- 
ronean nations, which resulted in the 
famous Locarno conference, and which?

further limitation. The president de- 
ferred to the league council to take the 
initiative to call the conference at 
Geneva. The world is familiar with 
our efforts in that conference, only to 
be blocked by Europe, especially 
France an Italy, on the program as 
related to armies, and later as related 
to naval cruisers, by Britain. France 
offered a substitute to outlaw war by 
resolution, and asked us to agree. Our 
nation agreed on condition that it was 
to be broadened to include all nations, 


assistance and to extend her good 
offices to the countries struggling for 
that principle. To this end it has 
looked upon the Monroe doctrine as 
sound in freeing these countries, our 
neighbors, from complications with 
foreign nations which might seize 
upon pretexts of protection of their 
nationals to violate the doctrine. Its 
violation is to be averted if possible. 
Its abandonment is unthinkable. Its 
maintenance on the other hand in- 
volves obligations to protect life and 
property, hence our concern in order- 
ly government, free from insurrection, 
rebellion and revolution. To this end 
we gladly extend our good offices 
whenever we can render such service. 

After years of unfortunate confu- 
sion in Mexico, which at times seri- 
ously strained our friendly relations 
of what appeared to be attempted con- 
fiscation, the situation has yielded 
to diplomacy, the rights of American 
citizens in that republic have been 
recognized and the way again opened 
for the two nations to cooperate in 
commercial growth and international 
good will. While our interest in the 
Caribbean countries is primarily na- 
tional, it takes on an international 
aspect.

107-WORD SPEECH 
MINS FOR HOOVER

ple 107-word statement by Secretary 
Mellon today turned the convention 
tide toward Herbert Hoover. 

He suggested to his Pennsylvanians 
that they throw their 79 votes to the 
commerce gecretary right on the first 
ballot with the view to putting him 
over with a bang. 

With a roar of applause they agreed 
to stand to a man behind their chief. 

Standing behind a small table in 
front of his delegates and flanked by 
Senator-elect Vare and Governor 
Fisher, Mr. Mellon in low tones began 
to read his statement. 

Cries of “louder” from the delegates 
caused the secretary to clear his throat 
and raise his voice. He teld his dele- 
gates that since it has become “clear 
that President Coolidge could not be 
induced to run it seems wise to look 
for that nominee who can best carry 
forward the Coolidge policies which 
have received the wholehearted ap- 
proval of the American people. 

“Nir. Hoover, among all the candi- 
dates,” he continued, “seems to meas- 
ure up to the high standards we have 
My suggestion to my colleagues 
in the delegation is that we vote for 
him on the first ballot.” 

Mr. Vare, who has been 
from the senate and who had just 
received the indorsement of his state 
delegation by the adoption of a plank 
for recommendation for the national 
platform declaring for the right of 
states in selection of senators, rose 
amid applause and seconded Mr. Mel- 
lon’s proposal, 

The suggestion was put in the form 
of a motion and the name of each 
delegate was called. They all an- 
swered “aye.” 

Jeaming with satisfaction and with 
a twinkle in his eye. Secretary Mellon 
rose, looked around the room, and 
said:
